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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claim 1 in particular, the prior art of record fails to teach 
or fairly suggest a developing process for developing a planographic printing 
plate material on press comprising all of the steps as recited, in combination 
with and particularly including, the developing process comprising the steps of 
supplying dampening water to the plate material by bringing a dampening 
roller into contact with the planographic printing plate material while rotating 
the plate cylinder and then supplying ink to the plate material, wherein the 
supplied amount of dampening water is varied during the step of supplying the 
dampening water to the planographic plate material mounted on the plate 
cylinder of a printing press. 

With respect to claims 4, 7 and 9 in particular, the prior art of record 
fails to teach or fairly suggest a developing process for developing a 
planographic printing plate material on press comprising all of the steps as 
recited, in combination with and particularly including, the developing process 
comprising the steps of suppl)dng dampening water to the plate material and 
then supplying ink to the plate material, wherein the circumferential speed of 
the plate cylinder is varied during the developing process.
